A  clearer  indication  of  tha  idea  behind  the  organisation,  of  what  ia 
meant  by  what  haa  baen  aaid  in  the  pr«oeding  paragraph*,  will  be  given  '  y  a 
atatement  of  the  atepa  already  taken  by  the  Xaaociation  and  the  reaaona  titert- 
for.  ' 

At  the  flrat  annual  convention,  which,  by  the  way,  waa  attended  '7  aoma 
one  hundred  and  fifty  farmara,  repreaanting  almoei  everr  oounty  in  OatariOj 
oeriain  reaoluUona  were  adopted.  Let  us  repeat  the  reaolutiona,  and  giv«  with 
them  a  few  facta  bearing  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the  same. 

Tha  granting  of  publio  money  to  private  and  eerperata  Intaroata  In 
tha  form  of  bonuaea  and  beuntiea  le  unjuat  to  the  maaaaa  of  peoplai 
and  ahould  be  forthwith  diacontlnued. 

This  reaolution,  although  general  in  Its  terms,  ia  aimed  particularly  at  tha 
grantin<,'  of  bonuaea  to  railway  promoter  and  bounties  to  iron  and  atael  maan- 
facturers. 

The  reason  for  the  passing  of  the  ratolution  is  found  in  the  publio  repoi<ta 
of  the  Dominion  and  Ontario  Qovemments.  All  told,  as  the  reports  referred  to 
show,  there  haa  been  voted  hv  the  Dominion,  tha  Ontario,  and  Municipat  Gov- 
emmenta,  $228,539390  towards  the  building  of  railways  in  this  count^.  (Saa 
page  390,  the  Statistical  Year  Book  of  Canada,  1901). 

In  addition  to  this,  54,000,000  acrea  of  land  have  been  granted  for  thaaama 
purpoea     (See  Year  Book,  page  396,  and  W.  H.  Hoyle's  return  in  Legidatnra). 

1250,000,000  FOR  PRIVATE  RAILWAY  INTERESTS. 

If  we  deduct  the  coot  of  the  Intercolonial,  which  the  people  own,  and  allow 
a  fair  valuation  for  the  land  granta  lo  private  railways,  there  will  ba  laft 
$250,000,000  in  caah  or  landa  to  icprfepnt  the  sums  we  have  donated  to  rail* 
ways  we  do  not  own — railways  wbich  belong  to  private  companiea.  Them  an, 
roughly,  1,000,000  familiea  in  Canada.  This  meana,  then,  that  on  the  avaraga 
eaeih  householder  in  the  Dominion  haa  been  levied  upon  to  tha  extei  i  of  9250 
for  the  purpose  of  malting  this  total  grant  of  $250,000,000  to  private  corpora- 
tionsw

Now  as  to  the  bounty  part  of  it.. 

In  the  fiscal  year  ending  Juno  30th,  1002,  there  was  paid  from  the  Domtoion 
treaaury,  a  bounty  of  $3  on  every  ton  of  pig  iron  made  in  Canada  from  natiTO 
ore;  a  like  bounty  was  granted  on  every  ton  of  steel  made  in  this  country. 
All  told,  $791,000  was  given  in  that  one  year  in  bounties  to  iron  and  steel  manu- 
facturers in  Canada.  (See  page  xi,  PuUic  Accounts  for  the  year  1902.)  This 
means  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  whole  country  were  forced  to  contri- 
bute over  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars,  and  the  sum  so  raised  was  passed 
to  a  few  mabufacturers  for  their  enrichment.     The  official  figures  for  1903  are

A  DOUBLE- HIADID  BOUNTY.

And  yet,  according  to  an  eminent  English  authorit>,  iron  and  rteel  can  b« 
made  mora  cheaply  in  Nora  Scotia  than  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  The  oo-t 
•*"  ""'JlJ..*'*"'  '^  ••"  **•*"  '"  Pittaburg,  and  about  half  whnt  it  is  in  Oer- 
maajr.  WTiyt  Because  in  Nova  Scotia  the  various  materials  for  th«  makina 
lie  almost  side  by  aide.    (See  piige  2»0,  World  s  Work  for  January.) 

The  Dominion  Iron  and  Steel  Co.  and  Dominion  Coal  Co.  (practically  one 
eorporation)  is  one  of  the  beneflriarie*  under  the  bounty  system.  According  to 
a  report  recently  published  in  the  daily  pn"**  the<ie  componies  enmed  $2/)00,000 
in  about  ei(iht  months  hue  yewr,  and  of  this  sum  over  $SO0M0  represented 
Bet  earnings  That  is  one  illustration  of  how  this  bounty  svstem  works  out 
for  the  beneht  of  the  manufacturers. 

Here  is  another;  The  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Minea  shows  that  there  wna 
produced  in  this  Prorinoo  for  the  vear  endliig  October  1,  1002,  11<>380  tone  of 
ug  iron,  half  of  which  was  made  from  native  and  half  from  foreign  ore.  Of 
this  total,  68302  tons  were  nuide  into  steel.  The  bounty  paid  on  this  iron  and 
•tael  from  th«  Dominion  and  Provincial  Governments  wns  about  |MO,000,  or 
within  $10,000  of  the  total  wage  bill  of  all  our  iron  and  steel  indostrlea,  inchid- 
ing  the  wages  paid  in  the  manufacture  of  ateel  rails. 

In  view  of  this  slate  of  facts,  does  the  Association  apeak  for  the  farmer* 
9t  all  Canada  In  saying  that  this  bounty  system  must  bs  wholly  abolished  r 

AnotJier  matter  whtoh  the  Association  haa  taken  up  is  the  adjustment  of 
railway  rates.    It  has  done  so  in  this  resolution: 

The  Asseclaflen  believes  it  Is  In  the  Interest  of  an  agricultural 
country  Ilka  Canada  that  there  eheuld  be  the  strictect  of  public  r«g> 
ulatlcn  of  transportation,  and  that  a  Cemmleslon,  with  power  to  fix 
rates,  with  right  of  speedy  appeal  to  one  court  en  questlcna  of  law 
only,  and  not  to  any  poHtical  tribunal,  should  be  established  with* 
cut  further  delay. 

This  resolution,  in  brief,  calls  for  the  appointment  of  a  Railway  Commia- 
sioo,  with  full  power  to  fix  rates  ohaiged  for  transportation  by  rail.  Tiu^i 
there  is  need  for  a  fixing  and  a  redaction  is  apparent. 

Our  railways,  built  largely  at  the  expense  oithe  fVm««^i««  people,  are  car- 
rying  American  farm  produce  through  this  country,  on  the  way  to  the  sea- 
board, to  compete  with  Caaadian  farm  produce  in  the  Liverpool  market,  at  a 
lower  rate  than  they  are  charging  for  hauling  our  produce  a  shorter  distance. 
The  rate  on  cattle  from  Chicago  to  St.  John,  N.B.,  via  Canadian  railwa'^  is 
28o  per  cwt.;  the  rate  from  Barrie  to  St.  John  is  27o;  and,  according  to  To- 
ronto shippers,  the  net  rate  from  Chicago  ia  actually  lower  than  the  rate  from 
Barrie  I  The  distanoe  from  Chicago  to  ^t.  John  is  over  MO  miles  greater  thaa 
the  distance  from  Barrie  to  St.  John. 

During  the  fall  of  1902  the  rate  on  grain  shipments  from  Duluth,  on  Lake 
Superior,  to  Portland,  Ue.,  via  the  great  lakes  to  Goderich,  Meaford.  or  Mid- 
land, and  thence  via  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  was  11  cents  per  100  pounds. 
At  the  same  time  the  rate  to  Portland  on  grain  grown  in  Ontario,  and  shipped 
from  any  of  the  points  named,  was  16  1-2  cents  per  100  pounds.  The  rate  on
